SACRAMENTO — Califor¬ 
nia, the “Golden State," w r as 
not so golden in 1960, ac¬ 
cording to the State Division 
of Mines and Geology, when 
it produced only 123,713 
ounces of gold, worth $4,- 
329,955. 

Compare this with $81 
million dollars worth of 
gold, at a lower price, back 
in 1852, and it’s easy to see 
why the plaints of the gold 
miners echo from Sacra¬ 
mento to Washington, D.C., 
and back again. 

The Division of Mines and 
Geology issues an annual 
report on mineral produc¬ 
tion, which for 1960 indi¬ 
cates all the mineral pro¬ 
duction in California includ¬ 
ing petroleum, amounted to 
$1,404,424,000. Thus, gold 
production is only a negli¬ 
gible part of the total. 

The report also covers 
county by county produc¬ 
tion, but, in counties where 
there is only one producer, 
the figures are not given. 
Reason, the division says, is 
because the law does not 
allow it to disclose the pro¬ 
duction figures of any indi¬ 
vidual concern. 


WHEN YOU HAVE an ag¬ 
gressive opposition, as the 
Communists are in Africa 
and other undeveloped con¬ 
tinents, the deliberate dis¬ 
tortion of American inten¬ 
tions should come as no 
surprise.

WASHINGTON 

THE PEACE CORPS — The 

idea of a U.S. Peace Corps 
apparently is disturbing the 
peace in the Kremlin. 

Soviet propagandists have 
shown alarm about the 
corps ever since the idea 
was first suggested. In re¬ 
cent weeks their frenzy has 
reached a high pitch. Broad¬ 
casts from Moscow and other 
Communist centers have 
grown increasingly fierce. 
The young men and women 
in the corps are not ideal¬ 
ists, but undercover spies. 
The whole project is a new 
cloak for “imperialism.” As 
early as last spring there 
were reports from Africa 
that the Americans who 
came there would be “slum¬ 
ming.” 

It is with this background 
in mind that we should ex¬ 
amine the flurry of excite¬ 
ment that has been the out¬ 
growth of Margery Michel¬ 
more’s vivid, perhaps too 
vivid, description of condi¬ 
tions in Nigeria. 

Her indiscretion, of course, 
was to write on a postcard 
her impressions. After all 
she was not in the United 
States where personal pri¬ 
vacy in the mails is regard¬ 
ed as something sacred. 
However, no one has denied 
the accuracy of Miss Michel¬ 
more’s report. 

The Nigerian students who 
took part in the “demonstra¬ 
tion” saw no inconsistency 
in professing opposition to 
colonial repression while in¬ 
sisting that Miss Michel¬ 
more’s evidently unpopular 
viewpoint should be sup¬ 
pressed. 

But it is too much to ex¬ 
pect democratic attitudes to 
develop overnight in any 
land that is just acquiring 
an independent status. Look 
at Ghana where Nkrumah 
professes a faith in freedom 
and jails his political oppo¬ 
nents. Democratic, parlia¬ 
mentary government does 
not come about in 24 hours 
and we would be deceiving 
ourselves to think otherwise.

We are asking nothing 
in return — no mineral 
rights as the Belgians seek 
to preserve in Katanga, no 
white supremacy as exists 
in South Africa, and no spe¬ 
cial trade arrangements. 

Nor do we insist that they 
must establish an economic 
order that is patterned after 
ours, nor demand their al¬ 
legiance if war should 
develop. And the Peace 
Corps does not even seek 
military bases.

Post Office 
Dedication 
In January 

Dedication of Sierra Ma- 
dre’s new $120,000 Post Of¬ 
fice Building on S. Baldwin 
will not occur until about 
Jan. 15. 

Occupation of the new 
building and its operation is 
now scheduled for around 
Nov. 15 if no further delays 
are experienced. 

These announcements are 
made by Postmaster Charles 
E. Louk and mean that 
while the dedication exer¬ 
cises scheduled for Nov. 9 
are pushed ahead two 
months, the city’s postal 
force will be operating in 
the new building in time for 
the Christmas trade. 

The delays have been in¬ 
curred in changes recom¬ 
mended by the building in¬ 
spectors from San Francisco 
following a visit here last 
week. These changes in the 
building are now being ef¬ 
fected. 

ANOTHER SETBACK, how¬ 
ever, has been incurred by 
the city’s delay in opening 
up Suffolk Ave. at Bald¬ 
win. The Perlof property ac¬ 
quired by the city in its 
effort to create a new busi¬ 
ness street from S. Hermosa 
to S. Baldwin, culminating 
at the Post Office site, is 
still in escrow and com¬ 
pletion of the deal is not 
expected now until after 
Nov. 9. 

The P os t a 1 authorities 
want the S. Baldwin end of 
this street opened before ac¬ 
cepting the building. 

Another factor in dedica¬ 
tion exercises delay is the 
desire of Postmaster Louk 
to have as the dedicatory 
speaker Raymond R. Holm- 
quist, former Pasadena post¬ 
master and now regional di¬ 
rector of the California-Ne- 
vada-Pacific Region post of¬ 
fices, with headquarters at 
San Francisco, who will be 
available on that date. Di¬ 
rector Holmquist’s territory 
includes Hawaii and his 
itinerary calls for him to 
visit that new state shortly.

latter was then named 
Markham St. Mr. Andrews 
withdrew from the parner- 
ship in 1892. Later John 
Graham became Mr. Clark’s 
partner, but Mr. Clark be¬ 
cause of illness sold his 
share in 1912 to C. W. Jones 
and W. S. Hull. 

Mr. Jones of course, be¬ 
came Sierra Madre’s first 
mayor and still is active in 
this city’s affairs. 

Later Griebenov and 
Kluck became identified 
with the company and still 
later it passed into the 
hands of Messrs. Schwartz, 
Smith and Westfall. 

Tom Schwartz came into 
the company in March, 1946, 
Emile Smith in April, 1947, 
and Sidney Westfall as sec¬ 
retary-treasurer in 1950. 

Successively, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Hardware was located 
where the Youngland Store 
now stands and now in the 
large establishment at W. 
Sierra Madre B1 v d. and 
Kersting Court, where under 
the tutelage of Messrs. 
Schwartz, Smith and West- 
fall it has become not only 
a leading institution of its 
kind in Sierra Madre but 
throughout the Foothill area.
